The m ajor Red campaign to 
terrorize v oters b efore Sunday’s 
presidential and senatorial elec­ 
tions was taking place iii the 
politically sensitiv e fiv e north-1 
em prov inces. Fragm entary re- 
ports said guerrillas kidnaped 
no less than 200 people there in 
the past few days—ab out 65 of 
Hie rn early today. 
A strong b aud of guerrillas 
entered Kim Nam hamlet a few 
miles from Da Nang, awakened 
the v illagers and herded off 
most of the males including the 
v illage chief. 
South Vietnamese authorities 
reported it likely that the kid­ 
naped v illagers were b eing held 
as hostages to ensure that their 
relativ es coy cotied the electron 
according to Viet Cong instruc­ 
tions. Similar kidnapings hav e 
b een reported in at least three 
other northern v illages, and au­ 
thorities fear that more are un­ 
reported.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - U.S. 
Steel Corp, rejecting a Johnson 
administration plea for price re­ 
straint, has ordered its third 
steel price increase within a 
month. 
Just hours after Gardner Ack­ 
ley, the President’s top econom­ 
ic 
adv isor, 
sent 
telegrams 
Thursday 
to 
steel 
producers 
asking them to hold off on fur­ 
ther price b oosts, 
U. S. Steel 
raised the price of its b ar prod­ 
ucts 1.8 per cent. 
The firm is the nation’s top 
steel producer. 
The increase, effectiv e Mon­ 
day, was identical to one an­ 
nounced 
Wednesday 
b y 
Re­ 
pub lic Steel Corp., the No. 3 pro­ 
ducer. The increases, cov ering 
16 per cent of industry-wide 
shipments, amount to $3 and $4 
a ton on v arious b ar products. 
Steel b ars are used in a v arie­ 
ty of end 
products, ranging 
from industrial fasteners to rail­ 
road car axles.

The Enemy Isn't a Party 


The FHI bat iii eye* on the 
National Conference for a New 
Pantie* meeting that i* about 
to eon\ erie in Chi* ago for the 
Communist Party aru J the btu 
dent 
Nonviolent 
Coordinating 
Committee have been out drum ­ 
ming up delegate* who can be 
counted on to give it that ex 
tra radical tinge. But whether 
the 
Communists 
succeed 
in 
packing the meeting or not u 
immaterial They have become 
the complaisant followers, not 
the leaden, of the radical push 
outside the Vivlet Unum and the 
east European bloc, and they 
are apparently content bi have 
It that way The National Con 
ference for a New Polities will 
be radical enough to suit them 
anv way. 
The new Moscow line is to 
preserve discipline at home, but 
Pi let the wild men take over 
abroad. 
111111 marks a subtle 
change since the times of Ixmin 
and Stalin when the Commun­ 
ist emphasis was on discipline 
both inside and outside Russia 
The l^nin theory, first formulat­ 
ed in 1903 w h e n the Bolsheviks 
organized in a tight phalanx to 
fight the looseness of the Social 
Lie moor a ta, was to trust no one 
but the trained revolutionist* 
who were willing to cross every 
“t ” and dot every “ I” in the 
party line Hie Bolshevik theory 
permitted im moralism 
and il­ 
legality when d e a l i n g with 
the class enemy. But it insisted 
on a Puritan discipline within 
the party itself, which amount­ 
ed to a special morality. 
The success of Cuba’s Fidel 
Castro, who, though a Leninist 
in his own eyes, has always put 
himself above party discipline, 
seems to have had a very defin 
ite impact on Communist inter 
national theory. Castro proved 
that guerillas could capture a 
revolution while the disciplined 
Communists w'ere still waiting 
for L go-ahead signal. After the 
victory over the Batista dicta­ 
torship, Castro took the ortho­ 
dox Communists into his party 
instead of the other way around. 
The Soviets, grateful for a rev­ 
olutionary anti Yankee Cuba, let 
it go that way. Though the Rus­ 
sians have a military force in
